commiseration. 

Braham was in fine voice ; he ably sustained his part in the charm- 
ing trio, ‘Cruda sorte,’—and gave much purity of taste and depth 
of feeling to the air, ‘ The banuer shall wave o’er the tomb of the 
brave.’ Miss Love was encored in Arne’s song, ‘ In Infancy;’ the en- 
core would have been less equivocal, but for the remembrance of Ves- 
tris—still there is one line, the third in the second verse, ‘ Restore 
him with that innocence,’ to which no singer could give more expression 
than Miss Love. ‘Oh no! we never mention her,’ was, of course, 
repeated ; she has made it exclusively her own. 

Miss Grant is advancing rapidly in her profession, and deserves all 
the success she has met with ;—but neither her, nor Mr. E. Taylor, 
should attempt to sing Italian, more especiallyin the presence of Bram- 
billa and Pasta.—The latter lady, endowed with power to pourtray 
every passion, and able to awaken in the breast of her auditors all the 
emotions that agitate her own, had, on this evening, a varied range. 
She was powerful in her part of ‘ Cruda sorte,’ tender in the Scena 
from ‘11 Crociata,’ but in her‘ Di Piacer,’ she rose to an elevation 
which none but herself ean attain ; she seemed to revelin the delight 
of her emotions, and there is no doubt will make it as popalar as her 
own ‘ Dj tanti.’
